the enemy would reap any advantage; 


and if, on the other hand, he were to 
assemble cogent reasons against any 
continental invasion, he would be giving 
gratuitous assurance to the German 
leaders. Nevertheless, a few sentences 
later, he did point out that it Was upon 


her small army, supported by the Home 


Guard, that Britain was depending to hurl 
back any invader who landed on her 
shores. He spoke of his responsibility to 
maintain an ample, high-class force, to 
beat down any invader from ses or air, 
and he could not recencile such responsi- 
bility with breaking up, or allowing to 
melt away, the highly seasoned, disciplined 
fighting units, which now at last they 
had so laboriously created. Unless Mr. 
Churchill was deliberately throwing dust 
in the enemy's eyes the only logical 
meaning to attach to his words is tha“ 
the British Army will not, just yet, 
indulge in any continental adventures. 
From the outset of Mr. Churchill's leader- 
ship, of course, Britain has taken a long 
to view. The end of the war is not expected 
this year, or even next year, but at some 


time in the future, when Britain will 


have a superiority in machines, that she 
never reasonably can expect to have in 
men. Still, it is probable that something 
more than superiority in machines is 
anticipated ; for it is difficult to believe 
that that superiority in itself would enable 
the very much smaller British Army to 
conquer Germany's mighty legions, even 
if the British Navy and Air Force eventu- 
ally should reach a numerical, as well as 
a technical, ascendancy. 

It is difficult to believe that the British 
leaders are merely sticking it out in the 
Tech | hope that some propitious circumstance 


will play into their hands. Mr. Churchill 


yesterday gave no indication of exactly 
how he expected the war to be won. At 
the same time, his speech was full of hope 
and optimism. ‘‘ There will be better 
Christmas dinners this year than last 
year and with more justification.”” That 
is the sort of declaration that appeals to 
the commonality, especially when the 
commonality has been on short rations.
